slain official 1w*ing a prominent mem­ 
ber of the government party.

The murderer appeared ot the procu­ 
rato r's residence at 11 a. m. and sent 
In a card hearing in French the name 
of Alexandre Gadd, who is in the Rus­ 
sian service. 
The young man. who

official's private study, and on his en­ 
trance fired four shots from a revolver, 
one of the bullets piercing the breast 
of the procurator, who expired almost 
Immediately.

The procurator general’s 17-year-old 
son, hearing the shots, rushed in from 
an adjoining room and fired three or 
four shots at his father’s assailant, 
whose right leg was l>roken below the 
knee by a bullet.
